Which Church is not ſeen ty 
mans eye, but onely known to God: who 
ot the lult ſons of Adam, hath ordained 
ſome as veſſels of wrath to damnation, 
and tath choſen others as veſſels uf his 
mercy tu be ſaved;the which in duetime 
he calleth to integrity of life, and godly 
converſation, to Make them a glurivus 
Church in himſelf, But that Church 
which is vilible and ſzen tothe eye, lath 
three tukens and marks whereby it nay 
be known. Firſt, the word of God cons 
tained in the old and new Teſtament : 
Which as it is above the authority ut the 
lame Church, and onely ſufficient tv in- 
{truct us in all things concerning ſalva- 
tion ; ſo is it left for all degrees of nen. 
ty read and underſtand. For without tus 
word, neither Church, Council, nor De- 
cree can eſtabliſh any point twuching ſal 
vation. The ſecond is the holy Sacre. 
ments, to wit, of Baptiſm, and the Lords 
Supper. Which Sacraments Chriſt ath 
left untv us as holy ſigns and ſeals C li 
promiſes. Fur as by Baptiim once rc cei- 
ved, is ſignified, that we (as well in- 
tante, as others of age and diſcretion) 
being ſtrangers from God by original 
fin,are received into his family and con- 
-regation, with full aſſurance, that a!» 
U this rout of fin lie hid in us, yet 
to the eleft ft ſhall not be imputed : fo 
the Supper declareth,that as a moſt 
provident Father, duth nut onely feed 
our bodies, but alloſpiritual iy nouriſheth 
bur ſouls with the graces and benefits 
vt Jeſus Chritt, which the Scripture cal» 
leth eating, of his fleſh, and drinking of 
his bloud. Neither muſt we in the admi · 
niſtratiun of theſe Sacraments follow 


f ing 
the evil;to whum we muſt render honour 
and obedience in all things which are 
not contrary to the wurd of God. And as 
Moles, Ez=chias, Tofias,and other 
rulers purged the Church of God from 
ſuperitition and idvlatry : ſo the defence 
of Chriſts Church appertaineth to Chri- 
ſtian magiitrates, againſt all idolaters 
and hereticks, as Papiſts, Anabaptiſts, 
with ſuch like limbs of Antichritt, © 
root out all doſtri ne of devils and men; 
as the maſs, purgatory, [im5us patrum, 
prayers to (ante, and forthe dead. tree 
will, diſtinction of meat apparel and 
days, vos of ſingle liſe, preſenqe at idol- 
ſervice, maus merits, with ſuch like 
which draw us from the ſociety of 
Chriſts Church wherein ſtandeth onety 
remiſſion of ſins, Purchaſed by Chriſts 
bloud to all them that beleeve, whether 
Jews or Gentiles, and lead us to 
2 vain confidence in creatures, and truſt 
in our own imaginations. The prnifh- 
ment whereof al God ottentimes 
deferreth in this life, yetafter the gene · 
ral reſurrection, when our ſouls and bo- 
dies ſhall riſe again to immorta lity. they 
ſhall be damned to unquenchable fire : 
and then we which have furſaken«all 
mens wiſdom tu ctrave unto Chriſ, hall 
hear the joyful voice, Come y- bleſſed of 
2 Fatber, inber 5 m_ e lan 
ou 7 ſmanrng of the world; 
and 15 triumphing with him in 
body and ſoul to remain ever laſtingi in 
tory, where we ſhall ſee Jod face ro 
ace, and ſhall no more need to inſtruct 
one anvuther; we ſhall all know him from 
the higheſt to the loweſt.
